INTRODUCTION 


This bibliography represents the first attempt to bring together a broad range of publications from the 
Privy Council Office. In an effort to help researchers, all publications, official and unofficial, in 
which the Privy Council Office participated in a significant way have been included. 


The chronological arrangement of entries demonstrates a fascinating perspective on the concerns of 
government over the years and gives one a taste of the changing pattern of PCO interests. Every 
document has been examined, the contents described, and then indexed by author, title and subject. 
Each entry includes its location in the Privy Council Office library collection or other government 
library; the French title; and an indication whether the item is bilingual or in separate English and 
French editions. These additions will be appreciated especially by researchers, translators, 
bibliographers, library staff and anyone who has ever tried to trace an elusive document. 


The electronic version of the bibliography included here also represents a first at PCO. We hope this 
will facilitate searching, dissemination and future up-dating. Please note that this is a list of existing 
publications, but does not represent a catalogue of in-print material. Much of the material included 
here is now out-of-print and unavailable, except as a loan from a library. 


We have tried to cite all known editions of our documents, with some notable exceptions, as well as to 
refer researchers to their latest edition. We have not duplicated the material in the bibliography 
Commissions of Inquiry Under the Inquiries Act, Part I, nor have we included material from the 
Federal-Provincial Relations Office. The latter would require a complete bibliography in itself. Other 
material has been deliberately excluded, such as ephemera, classified documents, speeches, news 
releases, drafts, internal working papers, etc.
